Senile  Okehs  9 Posts, 
Opens  Mew  Court  Plan 

Student  Senate,  in  a special  session  Wednesday  night,  rat- 
ified the  elections  and  appointments  of  nine  studentbody  lead- 
ers and  opened  the  way  for  a studentbody  court  system. 

Senior  Nilo  Askinson  was  selected  to  head  a committee 
which  will  plan  the  new  court. 

A court  system  is  included  in  the  new  constitution  passed 
in  a studentbody  election  last  spring. 

According  to  the  constitution,  the  court  “shall  have  juris- 
diction over  all  cases  arising  under  this  constitution  and  the 
laws  established  by  th^  Associated  Students.’’ 

Justices  of  the  new  court  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  stu- 
dentbody president  after  the  Senate  has  determined  the  num- 
ber of  justices  needed,  their  specific  powers,  duties  and  terms. 

Rich  Hunter,  senate  president,  announced  that  12  of  the 
22  senators  remain  to  be  chosen.

POINT  IN  REFORM

form is  a fantastic  idea  baby -faced  Hoffa  has

him.  Giving  him  more  power  probably  than 
any  other  man  in  the  country,  and  for  the 
particular  man.  a dangerously  large  amount.

SHOULD  REGULATE  LABOR 

Only  solution  appears  to  be  for  the  govern- 
ment to  regulate  labor,  before  labor  regulates 
the  government — entirely.  The  recently  org- 
anized AFL-CIO  is  the  biggest  monopoly  in 
the  country  and  the  most  dangerous. 

Labor  has  come  a long  way  in  getting  away 
from  the  old  sweat  shops  and  child  labor  prac- : 
tices,  but  were  the  early  movemenets  of  Sam- 
uel Gompers  and  William  Green  designed  with  I 
intentions  of  becoming  an  omnipotent  evil 
force  within  itself?  It  is  highly  unlikely  such; 
"pre  the  original  intentions  of  labor  organiza- 
tion. 

HOFFA-BECK  WILL  FIGHT 

Leaders  such  as  Beck  and  Hoffa  will  use 
every  device — and  they  know  them  all — to 
keep  the  government  from  regulating  labor. 
But  why  should  labor  be  any  different  from 
monopolies  in  big  business,  or  from  banks,  or 
from  sundry  other  organizations  which,  of  nec- 
essity for  the  common  welfare,  are  regulated? 

Labor  is  a useful  tool  as  long  as  it  is  used 
constructively  for  the  common  good.  It’s  about 
time  it  was  and  as  long  as  Jimmy  Hoffas  run 
internationals  numbering  into  the  millions,  it 
is  obvious  the  time  has  not  yet  come.
